BILL 
to amend the Indian Partnership Act, 1932, in its application to the State of Kerala 

Preamble.-- WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Indian Partnership 
Act, 1932 , in its application to the State of Kerala ; 

Be it enacted in the Twenty fourth year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.- (1 ) This Act may be called the 
Indian Partnership (Kerala Amendment) Act, 1973. 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

(3) It shall come into force atonce. 

2. Substitution of new Schedule for Schedule I.-- For Schedule I to the Indian 
Partnership Act, 1932 (Central Act 9 of 1932), the following Schedule shall 
be substituted, namely :

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
According to sub -section (1) of section 71 of the Indian Partnership Act, 
1932 (Central Act 9 of 1932), the State Government are competent to make 
rules prescribing the fees which shall accompany documents sent to the 
Registrar of Firms, or which shall be payable for the inspection of documents 
in the custody of the Registrar of Firms, or for copies from the Register of 
Firms. According to the proviso to that sub -section, such fees shall not 
exceed themaximum fees specified in Schedule I to the Act. The State Govern 
ment have framed the Kerala Partnership (Registration of Firms) Rules, 
1959 and are now realising the maximum fees specified in Schedule I to the 
Act. The maximum fees specified in Schedule I, which were fixed years 
back, are now found to be very low . In certain cases, the fees are inadequate 
even to meet the expenses for sending copies of documents by registered post. 
It is therefore considered necessary to revise the maximum fees specified 
in Schedule I. 

2. This Bill seeks to amend the Indian Partnership Act, 1932, for the 
above purpose. 

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
The Bill, if enacted and brought into operation, would not involve 
expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the State .
